Insurance,” But 


Bars Jobless 


worker has to be laid off for a 
period of ten weeks before he be- 
comes eligible to receive any bene- 
fits. Those now jobless are not in- 
cluded. The maximum amount in 
a week is $15, and goes as low as 
$5 a week, for the maximum 16- 
week period. 

The workers, if the bill passed, 
would have nothing to say regard- 
ing distribution of benefits, as the 
bill. calls for the Commissioner of 
Labor to control the funds. The 
payments.would not begin for a long 
period as the bill calls for a “re- 
serve’ fund to be built by securing 
3 per cent of payrolls from employ- 
ers for the next 3 years. 

This fraudulent “unemployment 
insurance” bill is one of the state 
bills advocated by Senator Wagner 
in his “reserves” bill now before 
the U. S. Congress, which calls for 
such impotent state bills as the 
Byrne Bill. These bills are put for- 
ward at this time in order to side- 
track the demand of the workers 
for real unemployment insurance 
through the passage by the state 
and national governments of the 
Workers’ Unemployment and Social 
Insurance Bill (H. R. 7598). 

The Byrne bill passed the state 
senate by a vote of 26 to 21, and is 
now expected to pass the state as- 
sembly.

NEW YORK—<A call for a tre- 
mendous outpouring of New York 
workers on April 25, Intérnational 
day of protest against the torture 
and continued imprisonment of the 
nine innocent Scottsboro boys, was 
issued last Sunday by a conference 
of functionaries of the New York 
district of the International Labor 
Defense meeting at Irving Plaza. 

The conference formulated «plans 
for a monster parade and demon- 
stration. in Harlem on April 25, 
when workers from all sections of 
the city will mass in Harlem for 
the freedom of the Scottsboro boys 
and support of the national libera- 
tion struggles of the oppressed 
Negro masses. 

April 25 was named as Inter- 
nation2zl Scottsboro Day by the 
International Red Aid, which 
called upon its sections in over 78 
countries to hold protest dem- 
onstrations on that day and to 
intensify the fight for the free- 
dom of the boys throughout the 
entire month of April. 


The demonstration in Harlem will 
occur on the aniversary of the first 
big Scottsboro march and demon- 
stration three years ago in Har- 
lem, which marked the beginning 
of the nation-wide drive to smash 
the Scottsboro frame-up. Since 
that time the mass fight for the 
Scottsboro boys has spread to all 
sections of the world, under the

This question is answered in a 
radio message sent to Moscow by 
a correspondent of “Izvestia,” cen- 
tral organ of the Soviet Govern-

“Today (April 14) is the second 
day since all Cheliuskiners were 
brought safely to the mainland. It 
is a strange sensation for us to be 
able to walk without watching for 
crevices covered by snow, without 
fearing that ice will slide from un- 
der the fest and swallow up the 
incautious pedestrian. 

“Bobrov, Voronin and Krenkel, 
the last to come ashore, were met 
with loud cheers. The Cheliuskin- 
ites surrounded the airmen Molo- 
kov, Kamanin and Vodopianov, who 
had just made tieir last flights to 
and from the camp, and 
them up’in the air in joy. 

“One cannot help remarking on 
the brilliant work of the Soviet 
planes. It is wonderful how our 
small two-seater mail planes “R-5” 
brought all of our people to shore. 
Twenty-five hops to Schmidt Camp 
meant 25 remarkable exploits. The 
airman Molokov made ten journeys, 
brought back 29 Cheliuskinites and 
much valuable freight from the’ ice. 
Airman Kemanin in nine journeys 
brought back 33 men and some 
freight. Vodopianov made three 
‘rips and brought ten men ashore. 
Liapidevsky, Slepnev and Doronin 
wmade one journey each; the first 
brought 12 persons, the second six 
and the third two.

Aboard Cheliuskin ==: 
Gives First Hand Account of Rescue et 


Newspapers in U. S. S. R. Publish Biographies of Heroic Airmen Who. 
Braved Death To Save Crew Stranded on an Ice Floe in the Arctic 
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Doronin, born of a peasant fam- 
ily, is now 31 years old. Wi-hout 
finishing secondary school, the 17- 
year-old Doronin entered the Red 
Marine fleet as a volunteer, joined 
rapid-advance courses under able 
technicians. After years of instruc- 
tion, this talented student was 
trancferzred to a military marine 
college. Doronin manifested a great 
love for avia’ion both in his courses 
and at. college, and finally entered 
an aviation school as a student. 

In the summer of 1925 Doronin 
finished school and re-entered the 
marine flcet, but already as a ma- 
rine aviator He remained here for 
three years as an airman on various 
vessels of the Black Sea fleet. In 
1928 he received the title of in- 
structor at the marine aviation 
school for his excellent qualities in 
flying. Two years later he passed 
over to work in civil aviation. He 
was transferred from the Black Sea 
to the remote North. There he was 
entrusted with the most responsible 
task of bringing ihe vessels of the 
Kara expedition from Murmansk 
along the Arctic~ Ocean, across 
heavy ice floes of the Kara Sea to 
the estuary of the Yenisci River. 

In 1925, upon a “P-5” airplane, he 
successfully flew from -Moscow to 
Irkutsk, also flying from Irkutsk to
